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Preface 


This edition of the Statistics Canada Catalogue of publications describes, as it has in past years, 
all publications up to 10 years old and still available for sale. This year, however, it has two new 
features. It describes some of the 1981 Census of Canada publications, as well as a number of 
selected ‘Departmental’ publications. Everything listed has been released prior to January 1, 
1983. Please see the ‘‘How to Order” section of the Introduction for more information. 


Selected ‘Departmental’ publications carry an 'X’ within their Catalogue number and follow 
immediately after regular priced publications of the same general subject. 


As long as recipients leave their address when they obtain the annual Catalogue, they will 
automatically be sent the mid-year Supplement. 


One set of the Catalogue (one English copy, one French copy and the Supplement) is free. 
Additional copies of the Catalogue cost $5.00 and can be ordered from any of the Statistics 
Canada regional reference centres listed in the “How to Get Help’ section of the 
Introduction.

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Introduction 


HOW TO USE THE CATALOGUE 


This Introduction explains how to use the Catalogue, how 
to order publications, what else is available and where to 
obtain information or help. It is followed by three sections 
that record the changes which have occurred since the 
release of last year’s Catalogue. The Catalogue then splits 
into the two major sections of the book. 


Section one is a listing of publications arranged by 
Catalogue number and by subject. The entries include the 
Catalogue number, title, frequency, language(s), number 
of pages, first issue released (or the data year of the 
publication), International Standard Serial (or Book) 
Number, price and a paragraph describing the contents of 
the publication. 


Section two is a title, subject and commodity index 
arranged alphabetically and cross-referenced for better 
user access. Where applicable authors’ names are printed 
in bold face type. Publication titles are in italics. Please 
see the first page of the Index for a further explanation. 


HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Please note that there are now two types of Statistics 
Canada publications listed in this Catalogue: the ‘‘regular 
priced”’ publications (e.g. 53-216) and ‘‘Departmental’’ 
publications (e.g. 53-X-216). The ‘‘regular priced”’ 
publications should be ordered from Publication Sales 
and Services, authorized Bookstore Agents, other local 
bookstores, or most of the regional reference centres of 
Statistics Canada. The ‘Departmental’ publications 
should be ordered from Statistics Canada offices and may 
also be available from local bookstores. There is a small 
service and handling fee for the ‘Departmental’ 
publications. The order form at the back of this Catalogue 
gives further information, and the addresses of the 
Statisics Canada offices are listed in the ‘‘How to Get 
Help” section. 


To order either type of publication please list the 
publication title, catalogue number and issue, and type of 
order required, i.e., subscription or individual copy. 


Payment must accompany all publication orders. Cheques 
and money orders should be made payable to the 
Receiver General for Canada. Payment by Visa and 
MasterCard credit cards is also accepted, provided the 
number and expiry date of the card are noted on the order 


torm. An extra charge is levied if first class, air mail or 
courier service is requested. To cover additional postage 
and handling charges, on ‘'regular priced’ publications, 
customers from outside Canada must add 20% to quoted 
prices. 


Postage stamps and currency should not be used in 
ordering publications by mail. Remittances from foreign 
countries should be by international money order. 


Under the ‘Full Publication Service’ customers can 
automatically obtain copies of ‘regular priced” 
publications. The cost per annum is $4,240 for inside 
Canada orders and $5,088 for outside Canada orders. Not 
included in this service are: publications from the 
decennial or quinquennial Census of Population ($1,700 
for 1981 Census): the Census of Agriculture ($175 for 
1981 Census): or the Statistics Canada ‘“‘Departmental’’ 
publications. 


Organizations such as schools, school boards, colleges, 
universities and public libraries are allowed a 30% 
discount on priced publications. 


N.B. Prices listed in the Catalogue are subject to change 
without notice. 


HOW PRICES ARE DETERMINED 


Prices for the ‘‘regular’’ priced publications are set to 
recover printing and handling charges. No attempt is 
made to recover the costs of collecting and analysing the 
data. Statistics Canada’s marketing team is continuously 
promoting publications to increase sales. The 
“Departmental” publications usually carry a small service 
fee.

OTHER DATA FORMATS AND HOW TO ORDER 
THEM 


Canadian Socio-Economic Information 


Management System (CANSIM®) 


CANSIM is Statistics Canada’s computerized data bank 
and information retrieval service. Nearly all of the data 
appearing in publications, as well as many more data, are 
available from CANSIM via terminal, on computer printout, 
or in machine readable form. CANSIM, on one hand allows 
the retrieval of the latest statistics such as Labour Force 
Estimates and Consumer Price Index on the same day they 
are released to the public, and on the other hand contains 
extensive historical data relevant to time series analysis. 
CANSIM also provides on-line access to statistics for the 
Censuses of Population and Housing for 1971, 1976 and 


1981. The information in CANSIM is of two types: time - 


series Statistics which show changes over time; and cross- 
classified statistics which show the relationships between 
different data at a given point in time. The CANSIM data 
are available through a number of data processing service 
companies.

HOW TO GET HELP 


Guides and Indexes 


Statistics Canada publishes numerous guides and indexes 
to assist users. A recently published companion to this 
Catalogue is the Historical Catalogue of Statistics Canada 
Publication, 1918-80, (Catalogue number 11-512E). The 
annual Catalogue excludes data which are more than 10 
years old, which have been discontinued prior to 1982, or 
which are out-of-print. This information can be retrieved 
from the Historical Catalogue. 


Another valuable publication is 11-513E the Bibliography 
of Federal Data Sources, Excluding Statistics Canada, 
1981. It includes social and economic data that are 
produced on a regular basis by selected federal 
departments and agencies other than Statistics Canada. 


Two new publications due for release in the Spring and in 
the Fall of 1983 are Sources of Unpublished Data, 11- 
514E and 11-515E, /ndex to Municipal Data, 1982. 


A number of publications listed in the 1983 Catalogue may 
also assist users in locating needed statistics and in 
keeping up-to-date with new releases. They include the 
Statistics Canada Daily (11-001E), /nfomat (11-002E), 
New Surveys (11-006), Listing of Supplementary 
Documents (11-207), CANSIM Summary Reference Index

Governments, the Directory of Health Division Information, 
CANSEL (an on-line computer index to CANSIM), and 
FACTS (an on-line browsing system for census 
tabulations). For further information on these products, 
please contact any Statistics Canada regional reference 
centre. 


Statistics Canada also publishes a number of materials 
designed to assist in the accessing and use of data. 
Among these are Finding and Using Statistics; How a 
Manufacturer Can Profit From Facts; How a Retailer Can 
Profit From Facts, How Contractors and Builders Can 
Profit From Facts; How Communities Can Use Statistics, 
Understanding Labour Force Data; and Your Guide to the 
Consumer Price Index. Each is available from regional 
reference centres.

Ottawa, or at any of the more than 60 libraries across 
Canada that carry all Statistics Canada publications. Over 
45 of these are Full Depository Libraries, which 
automatically receive all federal government publications 
free of charge. They include most provincial legislative 
libraries, and many university and public libraries.

The agency has eight regional offices across Canada and a 
Central Inquiries Service in Ottawa. Each Office offers an 
inquiry service, a professional consultation service, a data 
distribution and promotion service, an education service 
and a data collection service.

Description of Reports 


Publications listed under ‘‘Manufacturing”’ relate to Division E of 
the Standard Industrial Classification. 


Some of these reports provide summarized and analytical 
information for manufacturing as a whole; others provide detailed 
information on individual manufacturing industries or on various 
commodities. 


Although titles of the various reports are broadly indicative of the 
subject matter covered, explanatory notes have been included 
under title headings where necessary. Such notes are generally 
restricted to reports on the manufacturing industries as a whole 
(sub-group 31) and to those publications on commodities. The 
reports on individual industries are generally similar to each other 
in character and include such principal statistics as: number of 
establishments; number and type of employees, and their salaries 
and wages; cost of fuel and electricity; value of shipments of 
goods of own manufacture; and value added. Comparative 
Statistics are given for Canada for earlier years and for the 
preceding year for provinces. Also shown are the value and, 
where applicable, quantities of major products shipped and 
purchased materials used by establishments classified to the 
industry. Some reports show total manufacturers’ shipments of 
relevant commodities without regard to industry of origin, but this 
is given comprehensively for all commodities in an annual report 
on products shipped by Canadian manufacturers. 


Primarily because annual surveys cannot be initiated until the end 
of the calendar year and because of the time required to collect 
edit and compile extensive data, most annual industry reports are 
not available until a year or more after the end of the year of the 
survey. 


In addition, there are a large number of publications that are 
published more frequently than once a year and that contain 
current information on commodities (generally shipments, 
production or consumption). Although not exactly suitable to 
industry analyses, except in the case of one-industry 
commodities, they have proven to be most useful in commodity 
analyses. 


Current estimates of the value of shipments, inventories and 
orders for manufacturing industries in total, numerous sub- 
aggregations and selected industries are issued monthly. They 
are based on a sample survey of establishments representing 
about 75% of the shipments, determined from the Census of 
Manufactures.
